January 9, 1905, 
should have 
been noted = in 
the prerevolu- 
hionary history 
of that vast country as ‘Bloody 
Sunday.”’ 

One is reminded of it by the 
present-day riots in the Soviet 
sector of Berlin, in other areas 
of East (Russian-held) Germany, 
and by reports of troubles in 
satellite nations. 

These demonstrations 
ing put down as _ ruthlessly 
were those on ‘Bloody 
48 vears ago. 

On that blood-red and signifi- 
cant day. it was the city workers, 
as if was in Berlin, who exploded 
in protest against ihe govern- 
ment policies. Then the peasan:, 
or farmer, had long been in 
stubborn resistance in Russia as 
he is today, more particularly, 
in the once-food-surplus coun- 
tries of Hungary, Romania, Bul- 
garia and Czechoslovakia where 
hunger exists. 

The 1905 march of workers 
was supposed to be peaceful— 
as was the one in Berlin on June 
17 when 5,000 workers, the noise 
of their 
great rasping sound, marched with 
permission, to protest production 
requirements and prices. It got 
out of hand and the real feelings 
of the workers about their Soviet 
masters rose to the top and set 
them off in a frenzy. 


January 9, 1905 


On January 9, 
crowd of workers, led_ by an 
Orthodox Russian priest named 
(;apon, who had organized some 
factory workers to better their 
condition. led a huge crowd of 
them tothe Tsar's Winter Palace 
to present a petition. They 
ried church ikons and pictures 
of the Tsar. Their belief was 
that ‘‘bad people’ about their 
ruler kept him from the facts. 
These they had in their petition. 

The Tsarist guards, victims of 
propaganda, were nervously ex- 
pecting a hostile approach. One 
excited guard, ‘“‘trigger happy,’ 
fired. The bullet went into the 
ground, but it touched off a gen- 
eral volley from the excited 
troops. These went into bodies. 

Sirikes followed—as they came 
on the heels of the June 17 riot. 
The fever of it spread to the 
peasants and to distant cities. 
Some small measure of this has 
‘today been produced in Soviet 
Germany. (In that vear 1905 
A voung agitator calling himself 
*“Koba’ headed an oil-field 
strike. Later he known as 
*Stalin.’’) 
‘In October 
workers in 
a council and elected as 
chairman a young man named 
Leon Trotsky. In December 
there was a strike in Moscow, 
but it was put down, and by 
1907, when the Duma. (parlia- 
ment) was broken up with the 
arrest of 55 of its members, the 
Tsar's regime breathed easier. 

There were others who 
bréathed faster. One the 
young Lenin who, a refugee in 
Switzerland when “Bloody Sun- 
diay’’ occurred, had hurried 
cretly back to Russia. 


Rehearsal ? 


In later years Lenin described 
that revolution of 1905 as ‘‘the 
general rehearsal’ for that of 
1917. The Tsar who had sighed 
‘with relief in 1907 had then only 
a few years to live before he 
and his familv were to fall be- 
fore ruthless revolutionary guns. 

It is too early to evaluate the 
open unrest and anti-Soviet feel- 
ings now so evident. Guns are 
putting them down. The execu- 
tioner is busy. The Soviets are 
employing the methods used by 
the Tsar in 1905 and 1907. 

There must certainly 
tempest in the Kremlin. The 
issue of the struggle for power 
there may soon be resolved. The 
faction which decided to ease 
and relax the iron discipline 
of the government directed by 
Stalin, and to halt nationaliza- 
tion and Communist Sovietiza- 
tion of farms, small! industries 
and businesses in the satellite 
countries, will be hard put to it 
io retain its position. Those who 
believed in the iron fist of Stalin 
will be saying, ‘‘We told you so.’’ 

But, what neither faction can 
avoid is that the workers and jhe 
peasants, the 
stones of the Communist party, 
have revealed what they think 
of the Soviet system. They de- 
spise it.

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We Have Fallen 
For Rhee’s Trap 


Comparisons are odious and usually 
unprofitable, but it needs to be pointed 
out that if the Truman State depart- 
ment was awkward and negative with 
regard to Korea, the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration in its dealings with Syng- 
man Rhee is making Dean Acheson and 
his staff look quite good. 

Obviously, neither the State depart- 
ment nor President Eisenhower devoted 
much thought to the offer made Rhee 
of a defensive alliance if he would call 
back the released captives and be a 
good boy. This lack of thought is un- 
derscored by the new demands by 
Rhee—namely that he be given for- 
mally the mutual security-defense pact 
to prevent him from “going it alone” 
and turning his ROK troops against 
those of the UN. 

Without any intent to carp, but 
merely to illustrate how we have fallen 
into a rather obvious trap, we can take 
up the problem by the familiar 1-2-3 
method. 

President Eisenhower offered a de- 
fensive alliance, as part of a blackmail 
payment to Rhee. 

—It is impossible to consider that 
a unified Korea would be able to ac- 
cept a military alliance with the United 
states. 

29—The Communists in the North 
would never agree to accept the Amer- 
ican-Korean military alliance if, by 
some feat of magic, a unified Korea 
were obtained. Therefore, Rhee’s con- 
cept of a unified Korea is one attained 
by a military conquest of the North and 
the elimination of all the leaders there 


The United States would then be 
called upon, through terms of the pro- 
posed alliance, to protect that “unity” 
against the Chinese and _ Russians 
should they move against It. 

3—If a truce is had in Korea 
spite Rhee’s greedy machinations, it is 
to be followed by a political conference 
looking toward a peace to replace the 
armistice. Are there any so nalve as 
to suggest that at this conference the 
Chinese would agree to allow the North 
to unite with the South if there was 
any prospect of the country then be- 
coming an American ally or “satellite”? 

Acting on advice of the State de- 
partment, President Eisenhower has 
set out to mix diplomatic oil and water. 
They won't mix any more than the 
tangible stuff of the old axiom. He has 
promised the Korean nationalists even- 
tual unification: he seeks. to end the 
shooting, and he promises security to 
Rhee and his government. 

Never in Dean Acheson's worst days 
did he tie himself and the country in 
such a knot.

The United Nations Food and Agri- 
‘culture Organization reports that the 
world’s food production has increased 
7 per cent in the past three years com- 
‘pared to a population growth of 1.4 per 
cent annually. That, of course, dis- 
-putes the argument that the world’s 
‘population is increasing more rapidly 
‘than its food supply and that we can- 
‘not hope to cope with the problem of 
‘eventual starvation unless the two are 
‘brought into line. 

As science continues to discover 
Ways and means of increasing food sup-

plies, recovering arid lands and making 
better use of land and water resources, 
solution of the world’s food problem 
seems not the insurmountable barrier 
we once believed. 

The major hurdles to relieving the 
world’s hunger are proper distribution 
and improving production techniques in 
overpopulated countries where feudal 
methods are still in use. The former 
can be corrected by improving world 
trade and the latter by such methods 
as the United States Point Four pro- 
pram.

Treatment of Rhee 


WASHINGTON -- The governments of 
Great Britain, France and the United States 
may regret some day their cavalier treat- 
ment of the government of the Republic of 
Korea and especially the accusation that 
the latter has been guilty of ‘‘treachery”’ 
to the United Nations’ command. 

History will recount that the treatment 
of this small nation by the major powers

Was it ‘‘treachery”’ for the Allies to put 
pressure on the American government to 
reverse the recommendation of its Joint 
Chiefs of Staff that enemy airplanes he 
pursued to their bases when they were at- 
tacking United Nations forces? 

Was it ‘treachery’ when, after the Ko- 
rean War began, the British government 
carried on diplomatic relations with Red 
China. 

Wasn't it ‘‘treachery’’ when the Soviet 
government admitted during a United Na- 
tions that it had been supplying 
arms and ammunition to Red China and 
the North Korean Communist armies? 

Wasn't it “‘treachery’’ when the United

With a wet diving board for a bed and a volleyball for a pillow, 
Kennedy showed him what he meant. He put the large life insur- 
ance salesman to sleep. Pretty soon he was putting as many as 
100 to sleep at a time, though sleep isn’t necessarily the object. 


“I just teach people how to relax, that's all,’’ Kennedy 
said Tuesday. He had stopped off for a visit on the way to 
Athens where he was to lecture the Women’s Club, ‘‘There’s 
no Yogi or magic, or hypnosis in this at all. People have Just 
forgotten how to relax. You relax by getting tension out of 
your body. That's all I do. I stop people from doing, and when 
they stop doing they relax, and when they relax they fall 
asleep. 

“It's as simple as that. except that people are moving so fast 
and chasing the almighty dollar so hard these days they've for- 
gotten what good sleep is like. You've heard that old, saying,
